The Department of State refers the Embassy of the Russian Federation to communications 
between the United States of America and the Russian Federation regarding possible amendments to 
the Agreement Between the Government of the United States of America and the Government of the 
Russian Federation on Exports of Firearms and Ammunition from the Russian Federation to the United 
States of America, signed at Washington on April 3, 1996 (the "Agreement"). Article 7 of the 
Agreement provides that it may be amended by written agreement of the Parties. 

The Government of the United States of America proposes that Annex A of the Agreement be 
amended by adding the 74 types of firearms on the enclosed list. 

Consistent with Article 4 of the Agreement, the Department wishes to emphasize that addition 
of these types of firearms to Annex A does not constitute a determination, in any given case, that a 
particular firearm is eligible for importation under relevant U.S. laws and regulations. 

If this proposal is acceptable to the Government of the Russian Federation, the Department 
proposes that this note and the Embassy's note in reply shall constitute an agreement between the two 
governments that shall enter into force on the date of the Embassy's reply.

PROTOCOL 

The delegations of the Russian Federation and the United 
States of America held consultations at the State Department in 
Washington D.C. on the 29th of May to discuss matters arising 
under the Agreement between the Government cf the Russian 
Federation and the Government of the United States of America on 
Exports of Firearms and Ammunition from the Russian Federation 
to the United Sates of America (1996 Agreement) . 

The Russian delegation thanked the American side for its 
constructive response to the request to conduct consultations 
and reaffirmed its request for the enlargement of Annex A of the 
1996 Agreement. 

The U.S. delegation submitted information on the status of 
the Russian request to amend the 1996 Agreement to add items to 
Annex A. 

The two delegations agreed to complete all procedures to 
amend the 1996 Agreement to add 74 items to Annex A within the 
shortest possible period of time. 

■ The delegations agreed to exchange inf ormation and hold 
additional consultations, as appropriate, to discuss the 
possibility of further amendment or abrogation of the 1996 
Agreement .
